Trenton, N. J., February 27.—Two

The one would permit 
the vice president of the United States 
to sit for the first time in the cabinet 
counells of the president, and the other 
would find the chief executive fre- 
quently at the capitol building, phys- 
ically in closer touch with members of 
the house and senate. 

Discussion of the latter innovation 
came to Mr. Wilson’s attention today 
when a magazine article related that 
the president-elect had said he would 
spend some time daily in the presi- 
dent’s room at the capitol, used hith- 
only when the president signed 
or vetoed eleventh-hour acts of an 
expiring congress. Talk of the other 
change in presidential customs was 
revived when former Governor Mar- 
shall, of Indiana, the vice president- 
elect, visited Mr. Wilso ntoday at the 
state house. 

Everything Was Discussed. 

Legislative policies, including 
program for the extra session, 
pledges, the personnel of the cabinet 
and a number of intimate details of 
the incoming administration were dis- 
cussed, after which the announcement 
came fpom both men that they were in 
hearty accord. The president-elect paid 
high tribute to Mr. Marshal, and said 
very frankly that his friendship and 
acquaintance with Mr. Marshall's abil- 
ity were such that he expected to con- 
sult him freely.

“As a close and intimate friend,” an- 
swered Mr.: Wilson, “I would naturally 
consult him in such matters. Some of 
our vice presidents have been among 
the leading men of the country. Some 
have played a large part’'in the na- 
tion’s. affairs. Mr. Marshall is very 
heartily in. sympathy .with me and 
wants to co-operate in every possible 
way.” 

The ‘president-elect-said he had been 
anxious for’ a conference with Mr. 
Marshall for some time, but he did

buildings were destroyed yesterday by 
a cyclone which, in addition to causing 
considerable damage in Alabama, swept 


through middle Georgia.. 

At Omaha, Ga., three negroes were 
killed; the Omaha cotton mill was put 
out of commission and a nunftber of 
residences were destroyed. 

Forty pupils were buried beneath the 
timbers of a wrecked schoolhouse near 


Cordele, three of the children suffering 


severe injuries. 

Twelve female prisoners were in- 
jured at Milledgeville, when the female 
Luilding at the prison collapsed. In 


| Baldwin county also a schoolhouse was 


completely destroyed. The Hopewell 
school, 4 miles from Milledgeville, was 
blown over the heads of the twenty- 
five scholars, but only a few were 
bruised. Among the other buildings 
destroyed near Milledgeville were the 
sanitarium of Dr. H. D. Allen, the 
of G. W. Hollingshead, and four 
negro hauses.

R. H. Roberts Acquitted of 
Charge of Perjury. 


Cordele, ya., F@bruary 27.—(Spe- 
Clal.j)—R. HO Robetrs, charged with 
perjury in the disappearance case of 
Augustus J. Fenn, former wealthy 
Cordele lumberman, supposed dead 
since April 21 1910, and located at New 
Orleans last November, was acquitted 
in the superior court of Crisp county 
tonight.

ATLANTA BUNCOES ITSELF. 

Here is the indictment against many of 
the almost new asphalted streets of Atlanta 
by Henry Wiederhold, expert, of Philadel- 


phia: 


I have been over many of your beautiful 
streets which ought to be boulevards famed 
throughout the world and I found the pave- 
ment in many places beyond redemption. 
This has been caused by poor material, poor- 
ly put down. You have bought asphalt, as 
you thought, but you have gotten only coal 
tar products and petroleum compounds. 
There was not an ounce of pure asphalt, 
lake asphalt that is, nature's own make, in 


the whole thing. 
In other words Atlanta, as The Constitu- 


tion has repeatedly asserted and as the 
taxpayers are discovering to their cost, has 
been consistently buncoing itself. Blinded 
by the old fetich of “cheapness,” we have 
gobbled up paving material that begun to 
disintegrate almost béfore:it was down. Ig- 
noring the,caution that is practiced by the 
smallest business house, we have refused to 
call in expert counsel in consultation upon 
purchases of which the layman cannot pos- 
sibly hope to know anything. 

Council has kept up this folly with its 
eyes open. Chief of Construction Clayton 
declares he has known the risk the city was 
running in recklessly buying paving mate- 


riel. He asked for a little $3,000 appropria.- | 


tion for a laboratory, where tests of mate- 
rial could be made. And the council re- 
fused that paltry appropriation which would 
have saved the city several times its 
amount every year. 

It is time to stop this child’s play. The 
board of county commissioners has offered 
to co-operate with the city in employing an 
asphalt expert at $3,000 a year, of which 
amount the county will pay two-thirds, leav- 
ing the city to pay only $1,000. That $1,000 in- 
vestment will mean a direct saving of thou- 
sands of dollars every year. Council should 
not hesitate for an instant to take up the 
proposition of the county commission. Asa 
matter of fact, Atlanta cannot afford to re- 
ject the proposition. It would simply be 
equivalent to sending more of 
money of the taxpayers after the bad: sav- 
ing at the spiggot.and wasting at the bung. 

Incidentally, Atlanta, suffering in every 
direction from inefficient and wasteful ad- 
could do no better

ministrative methods, 
than pattern after the business-like pro- 
cedure of the county commission. That 
body sends a delegation to personally study 
all the important paving systems in the 
country before it spends a dollar. It builds 
for keeps. It does not hesitate to spend a 
dollar today to save ten next year. When 
it starts a job, it completes it. This policy 
makes the administration of Atlanta look 
like thirty cents. 


THE “MONEY TRUST’S”’ RESPITE. 


The money trust bids fair to have a good 
long breathing spell, which is well. The 
Pujo committee is reported to be at odds 
over the report and recommendations 
Samuel Untermyer, its special attorney, 
and there may be some delay in presenting 
the final report to the house. 

Many practices of the high financiers, as 
brought out by the probe, undoubtedly caji 
for correction. But there will be nothing 
gained by going about so important a matter 
like a house-afire. The system now sought 
to be altered has been building, and in ex. 
istence, for a good many years. It effects 
a good many million people. Whatever 
changes are to be*made should be effected 
quietly and after mature deliberation, not 
in hot haste and to the accompaniment of 
red fire.

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THE PRACTICAL WAY. 

In another column The Constitution pub- 
lishes from W. H. Terrell an Interesting and 
thoroughly practical outline of a plan look- 
ing to the development and improvement of 
Atlanta. 

The man who does not analyze might 
regard Mr. Terrell’s ambitious design as a 
dream. Far from being so, it-is that very 
practical form of reality which sees the 
necessity of building today for tomorrow, 
which does wisely today at comparatively 
low cost which must be done tomorrow at 
any event and perhaps at heavy cost, and 
which sees the justice of calling upon pos 
terity to pay at least a part of the expense 
for the improvements of which it is to be 
the chief beneficiary. . 

Numbers of wide-awake American cities 
are building upon plans very similar to that 
proposed by Mr. Terrell, and so persistent- 
ly urged by The Constitution. Practically 
all the important municipalities of the old 
world are doing so. The custom of blue- 
printing cities far into the future, and then 
graduaHy and by piece-meal working up to 
a filling in of details, is approved by the 
best economic thought. Some day Atlanta 
will adopt this. 


AN OUTWORN PLEA. 


The New York stock exchange and kin- 
dred institutions are protesting vehemently 
against the plan of Governor Sulzer to regu- 
late them. Its legal representatives have 
appeared before New York legislative com- 
mittees and declared vigorously against ef- 
forts to compe] the exchange to incorporate. 
The plea is made that the evils admitted 
to exist within the exchange can better be 
removed by its board of governors than by 
any outside influences. The proposal for 
state supervision gives members of the ex- 
change a bad attack of nightmare. 

If these gentlemen are well advised, they 
will yield gracefully to the inevitable. The 
country has about made up its mind that 
an institution which wields such enormous 
power as the New York stock exchange 
shall no longer be conducte@ upon so irre 
sponsible a basis. Every other project bear- 
ing upon the public interest, some of them 
less so than the exchange, is prought under 
government scrutiny. Why not the markets 
that pluy so decisive a part in determining 
prices in this country, and that are so in- 
extricably interwoven with the commer- 
cial and financial fabric of the nation? 

It is a virtual certainty that if New York 
state does not undertake the regulation of 
these institutions, the federal government 
will. Supervision from Washington may be 
more harsh than supervision from Albany. 
The argument that the juggling of millions 
is none of the public’s business, is distinctly 
old-fashioned in our day. 


WILL MEXICO GET IT? 


The expected has happened. Mexico has 
come into the markets of the world with 
application for a loan of 200,000,000 pesos, 
equivalent in our money to about $100,000,- 
000. There is no question that the republic 
is sadly in need of funds. A recent count 
of the treasury has disclosed that it con- 
tains not quite $100,000, and after the gov- 
ernment deposits in Mexican and other 
banks are reckoned the total will not be 
swelled very formidably. Money is needed 
not only for sheer maintenance, but for the 


more important task of pacification. a

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URGES THAT ATLANTA 
BUILD FOR THE FUTURE 


Editor Constitution: Permit me_.to pre- 
sent to you, and through the medium of your 
newspaper, to the public a city plan for the 
city of Atlanta. This plan is the result of 
some 
city Official, and is presented with the confi- 
dent hope that at least some part thereof 
may meet the approval of our citizens and 
the wider public who may be interested in 
our city. Atlanta ought to, and will, have by 
1930 a population of around a million people 
if our citizens are farsighted enough to 
‘take advantage of théir opportunities and 
resources. To reach this size the city must 
expand in territory and at the same time 
provide the usual cify conveniences. If this 
is done the world-at-large will do the rest. 
Now for the plan. 

Water Supply. 

I put this first because we cannot live 
without water, and good water, at that. We 
know that in the near future, say twenty to 
thirty years, we must abandon the Chatta- 
hoochee as a source of supply for drinking 
purposes. It is all right now, and may be 
for years to come, but the growth of popu- 
lation above us will finally compel its aban- 
donment. Then why not begin our prepara- 
tion for its abandonment now rather than 
wait until we are forced to do so, when 
maybe we cannot, without immense cost of 
life and treasure? Why not now get a 
water supply which can never be contami- 
nated and which is pure and will always re- 
main ‘pure? 

High and Manual Training Schools. 

It is altogether likely that we ought to 
put this first, because without education we 
would not know whether we needed better 
water or not, and if we did know that we 
needed water we would not know how to 
get it, and maybe would not know where. 
However, I put it second, because water is 
necessary to life and without life, educa- 
tional facilities are useless. Buy a site for 
an university high school for both sexes. Of 
course include in this the business, tech, 
cooking and other departments of like char- 
acter. Get enough ground now to provide 
for your city of a million at least. Build 
now for present wants on a plan which is 
capable of indefinite expansion without look- 
ing like patch work. This will cost a lot 
of money, but, remember, Atlanta’s growth in 
the past has been largely based on her schoo] 
facilities. Of course, build the grammar 
schools as needed. 

Parks, Playgrounds and the Prevention of 
Disease. 

Buy or condemn, or both, every bit of the 
low ground along Atlanta’s trunk sewers 
Which at present is used for residences, or 
is likely to be used for residence purposes. 
As an example of what I mean I call atten- 
tion to the low lands in what is known as 
Pittsburg, along the Proctor creek sewer up 
to Chapel street, in the neighborhood of the 
Davis street school and above to the South- 
ern railroad, the low lands along the Butler 
street sewer, etc. When these lands and 
buildings are acquired, burn every building 
on them and make the land into parks. This 
will add to the health of the city, as well as 
its appearance. It will cost money, but 
what is money without health? 

Bridges, Viaducts and Underpasses. 

Build these wherever needed. For instance: 
Beginning at Walton street put an under- 
pass under Marietta street and the railroads 
to Elliott street. Leave the Magnolia street 
bridge. Build the proposed viaduct from 
Spring and Forsyth streets to the Terminal 
Station and Haynes, Hunter or Elliott streets. 
Back up the plaza and Pryor and Central 
avenue underpass plans. This is only a he- 
ginning of what ought to be done, but build 
at every street crossing, or wherever one 
can be made easily, a bridge or an underpass 
so as to make communication easy between 
the various sections of the city, and for the 
convenience of the public. 

Government Aid. 

The United States government destroyed the 
city. Let it repay us by buying the prop- 
erty whereon the battles were fought which 
ended in our destruction and turn the same 
into parks and bullésa boulevard to connect 
the same. This wuld Nequire a large expen- 
diture of money, /but n » Sagan to compen- 
sate us for the d seudail 1 wrought upon us 
by the United States see in the sixties. I 
would rather have this par nd the boule- 
vard than 15 cents per ton reduction on the 
iron ore which I import. 

Get a charter amendment that no new 
street shall be laid out by any one except 
according to plans approved by the chief of 
construction and the city legislature. 

All of this work will cost a very large 
sum of money, and it can be done In one way, 
and should be done in that way only, and 
that is by a bond issue. The improvements 
I hate suggested are for all time, and 
should be paid in part at least by posterity, 
or such of posterity as we can under the 
constitution and laws compel to pay. 

The city can at the present issue bonds 
to the amount of more than $5,000,000, and 
this amount is growing larger every day. If 
we begin now to make plans in detail and 
estimates it will be several millions larger, 
maybe, by the time the plans and esti- 
mates are finished so that the subject can 
be submitted to the people for a vote. After 
the bonds are voted it will take more than 
five years to do the work outlined, so that 
it may be safely asserted that it will take 
ten years to draw plans, and detailed specifi- 
cations and get the bonds voted and the 
work finished. Then why not begin the work 
at once? Of course, the United States has 
the money to do its part at any time. The only 
thing lacking is the necessary approval.

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Did a Dutch Painting Cause a 
War? 


It was only in recent years that evidence 
sufficient to prove a tradition as to how the 
Dutch came to reconquer New Amsterdam 
has been found with the material to sub- 
stantiate the fact. This evidence was a Dutch 
picture, which Voltaire describes in the story 
he tells tn his “Age of Louts XIV.” 

This story, in brief, is as follows: “The 
King of England reproached the Dutch with 
disrespect, in not directing their fleet to 
lider the flag before an English ship; and 
they were also accused in regard to a certain 
picture, wherein Cornelius de Witt, brother 
to the pensionary, was painted with the at- 
tributes of a conqueror. Ships were repre- 
sented in the background of the piece, either 
taken or burnt. Cornelius de Witt, who had 
really a great share in the maritime exploits 
against England, had permitted this trifling 
memorial of his glory; but the picture, 
in a manner unknown, was deposited in a 
chamber wherein scarcely anybody ever en- 
The English ministers, who presented

A century ago a4 
vain search was made for such a picture, and 
when it could not be found historians decided 
to discredit Voltaire’s story and they failed 
to record it in their narratives.

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But this picture finally was brought to 


light. It seems that the Dutch painting had ~ 
fallen into private hands, which, unconscious* jh 


\ 


of its interest, kept it packed away until 1887. 
Then at a sale in Paris it was purchased by 
the Dutch government, which, for a long 
time, did not guess the historical interest the 
extraordinary canvas possessed. 

This Dutch canvas is more than three by 
five feet and ts signed at the bottom, to the 
right, by the artist, Cornelius Bischop, of 
Dordrecht. When Dordrecht decided to honor 
the exploits of the younger brother. Bischop 
got the commission to paint the allegorical 
representation of the Dutch expedition to 
Chatham in 1667, with the portrait of Cor- 
nelius de Witt and the attributes of a con- 
queror painted in the background. 

This painting hung upon the walls of the 


Stadthuys unnoticed, and it probably would 4 


have been hanging there until this day but 
for the outcry of the Englishmen whom 
Charles Il. had sent over to pry about. Not 
a detail escaped their notice, and the offend- 
ing picture was hit upon as the necessary 
pretext for a war declaration. 

While In this retaking of New Amster- 
dam the Dutch showed much cleverness, it 
was for naught, for before their government 
at home received the news of what had oe- 
curred on this side of the water, the articles 
of peace at Westminster were signed in 1674. 
One may well imagine the surprise of the little 
Dutch fleet when it returned to The Hague 
expecting all kinds of honors to be showered 
upon them, to learn the news that all their 
efforts had been in vain. 

This peace of 1674 gave Manhattan Island 
again into the hands of the English. But had 
the proud De Witts lived they would never 
have consented to the state’s general sending 
that meek note of acquiescence to Charles II. 
wherein was written:— 

“This demonstrates sufficiently to what a 
degree we wish to deserve your majesty’s 
affection, since we offer you the restitution 
of so considerable a conquest as New Neth- 
erland is, without hope of receiving anything 
in exchange for it.” 

Indeed, they went further, for they took 
down this Dutch allegorical painting which 
had brought on the war, that it might not 
again offend the English, and ignominiously 
sold it to a private buyer. This is probably 
the only incident in history in which a paint- 
ing was used as a pretext for war, although 
it was only a pretext and the English un- 
doubtedly cared nothing for what this picture 
represented.

Accompanying this 
educational commission 
was a bDrilliant and 
scholarly mandarin, 
whose name was Kwong 
Kichieu. These stu- 
dents and their direc- 
tors were sent from 
China upon the advice 
of the distinguished 
Yung Wing, who was a 
graduate of Yale college 
in 1853, who became an 
American citizen and E, J. Edwards. 
who married a charming and very intelligent 
woman of Hartford. It is due largely to the 
influence of Yung Wing that the awakening 
of China began. 

Mr. Yung (Chinese custom reverses our 
own so that what with us would be the last 
name !s in China the first) asked me to co- 
operate with Mr. Kwong in what was to be 
a monumental Chinese-English dictionary. I 
was told that Mr. Kwong was the interpreter 
for the Chinese education commission. I 
was also told that he had begun, some years 
before in China, the preparation of a Chi- 
nese-American dictionary. 

“There are a number of dictionaries in 
which the equivalent English words for 
Chinese words appear, but these have al- 
ways been the work of foreigner§,”’ said 
Mr. Yung. “So far as I know, Mr. Kwong 
is the first citizen of China to attempt the 
preparation of a dictionary of this kind. He 
has already completed the greater part of it, 
but he is anxious to-append to it a list of 
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English and American idioms translated into | 


the Chinese language. He has found this 
very difficult, and has, in fact, despaired of 
completing the work. It is this part of 
the work that he seeks assistance.” 

With this explanation I called upon Mr.

determine what are “reasonable” re- 
straints of trade. 

The report is the result of the com- 
mittee’s long investigation into opera- 
tion of the anti-trust law. The com- 
mittee recommends new laws to de- 
fine exactly what combinations are 
unlawful, so that both the business in- 
terests and the courts will have a 
standard upon which to proceed. 

It recommends a federal interstate 
corporation commission, with power 
to supervive corporations, pass on and 
approve combinations and agree- 
ments, and take over’ the work of dis- 
solving illegal corporations, such as 
the Standard Oil company or the 
American Tobacco company. 

Rule of Reason Attacked. 

Commenting upon the decision of 
the supreme court in the Standard Oll 
case, in which “the rule of .reason” 
Was called in, the report, written by 
Senator Cummins, says: 

“The committee has full confidences 
in the integrity, intelligence and 
patriotism of the supreme court of 
the United States, but it is unwilling 
to repose in that court or any other 
court the vast and undefined powers 
which it must exercise in the admin- 
istration of the statutes under the 
rule which it has promulgated. It 
substitutes the court in the place of 
congress, for whenever the rule is in- 
voked the court does not administer 
the law, but makes the law. If it 
continues in force the federal courts 
will, so far as restraint of trade is 
concerned, make a common law for the 
United States just as the English 
courts have made a common law for 
England. 

“The people of this country will not 
permit the courts to declare a policy 
for them with respect to this subject. 
If we do not promptly exercise our 
legislative power the courts will suf- 
fer immeasureable injury in the logs 
of that respect and confidence so 
essential to their usefulness. It Is in- 
conceivable that in a country that is 
governed by a written constitution 
and a statute law that the courts can 
be permitted to test each restraint 
of trade by the economic standard 
Which the individual members of the 
court may happen to approve, 

“As the anti-trust statute is now 
construed,” adds the report, “it is im- 
possible for any association of men, 
however diligent they may be in seek- 
ing advice and however willing to 


are doing or what they are about to 
do will be ultimately- found by the 
supreme court to be a due, or an un- 
due, restraint of trade.” 

The Steel] Trust Case. 

In the further criticism of the su- 
Preme court’s “rule of reason” the 
Cummins report directs attention to 
the fact that the government’s suit 
for dissolution of the United States 
Steel corporation will ultimately come 
pefore the supreme court. 

“In the end nine justices of the su- 
preme court will be asked to say 
whether the restraint of trade brought 
about through this combination is a 
undue restraint,” says the re-

FOR MILITANT WOMEN 


English Suffragettes Who Use 
the Torch Are Liable to the 
Severest Penalty. 


London, February 27.—Militant suf- 
fragettes connected with the burning 
of buildings in public parks are liable 
to “penal servitude for life.” 

This was the announcement today

URGED AS SCHOOL COURSES

Urging that cooking and dressmak- 
ing be made a part of the curriculum 
of the English commercial department 
of the Girls’ high school. and that 
manual training and domestic science 
be put into the seventh and eighth 
grades of the grammar schools, the 
Atlanta Woman’s club, through a strong 
committee, will petition the city coun- 
cil for the necessary appropriation to 
make the additions possible.

“Bought and Paid For” is a remark- 
able play, remarkably weil acted by a 
splendid company. 

Remarkable for many reasons. It 
tells a definite story in swift and com- 
pelling fashion; points out one of the 
pitfalls of matrimony, picturing what 
it leads to; teaches a lesson, but for 
no single moment does it grow mawk- 
ish tn the recital; and the humor which 
punctuates alternate lines is so ex- 
quisite that when one is not feeling 
for the heroine he is laughing at the 
drolleries of Jimmy Gilly, her brother- 
in-law. 

“Bought and Paid For’ could scarce- 
ly be called a problem play, although 
it deals with one of the problems of 
matrimony—the right of a husband, 
be he never so kind and considerate 
on ordinary occasions, to make a beast 
of himself when fn his cups simply 
because he has lifted his life partner 
from poverty to wealth and its attend- 
ant luxury. Of course, there Is but 
one answer to such a question, and 
“Bought and Paid For” answers it in 
the most emphatic manner. The wife 
leaves the ‘husband to whom she is 
devoted, and returns to the poverty 
from which he plucked her. She re- 
fuses to accept his afd or to have 
aught to do with him. It is a matter 
of principle with her—princtple of the 
sort one seldom sees in these days and 
times of ready-to-wear Reno-made di- 
vorces with alimony trimmings. But 
the character of Virginia Blaine is 
sufficiently well-drawn to make this 
giving up of luxury seem almost nat- 
ural. 

Of course the twain are brought to- 
gether in the happiest of fashions, the 


]}stubborn will of the husband. who is at 


heart the best of fellows, bending in 
the face of his wife’s need for him.

“Bought and Paid For” has one 
very strong scene in the third act— 
the scene when Stafford comes home 
late at nignt very much under the tIn- 
fluence of wine and insists on heaping 
maudlin flattery and caresses on his 
wife. He is a changed man—no more 
the man of the first and second acts 
than if he were a different being. 
Chester DeVonde'’s portrayal of the 
character of the husband, who from 
good-natured, clumsy drunkenness 
gradually works himself into a tower- 
ing rage, is wonderfully realistic, 

The scene abounds in Strong lines. 
During the passage of words Stafford 
speaks maudlinly of his “rights,” to 
which his wife replies that when a 
man “speaks of his legal rights it is 
only when he has lost his moral 
rights.” 

The part of Jimmy Gilly, the ineffi- 
cient shipping clerk, whom Stafford 
raises to a position of trust in his 
employ, is capitally done by Hobart 
Cavanaugh.

The gang held up a number 
of suburban banks, broke into res!i- 
dences of prominent people, killed the 
chief of the Paris detectives, set fire 
to butidings and finally 
two leaders, Bonnot and Garnier, were 
jn danger of arrest, underwent two 
sieges in the environs of Paris, 
the course of these sieges it 
found necessary to cal] hundreds of 
troops, whole 
mounted police and practically the en- 
tire force of patrolmen, who bom- 
barded the bandits for many hours in 
their sanctuaries and then found sev- 
eral of the leading-spirits of the gang 
lying dead, riddled with bullets.
